of  the  Thedwastre  Rural  District  Council 

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public 
Health  Services  for  the  year  1971 , 

'The  statistics  indicate  that  the  population  increased  by 
420  persons.  The  natural  increase  (the  excess  of  births  over 
deaths)  was  only  8,  The  birthrate  dropped  which  in  your 
district  has  been  consistently  above  the  national  average, 
certainly  for  the  past  17  years,  dropped  that  year  below  the 
national  average.  This  follows  the  pattern  of  the  national 
birthj'iite. 

The  death  rate  was  below  the  national  average  and  71^  of 
deaths  were  of  persons  aged  65  years  and  over.  The  3  infant 
deaths  all  occurred  within  the  first  2  weeks  of  life. 

The  incidence  of  ipfectious  diseases  was  low,  although 
there  was  an  outbreak  of  coughing  and  vomiting,  attributed  to 
whooping  cough  among  the  children  In  one  ' village, 

I  am  grateful  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 
for  their  help  to  me,  and  glad  to  express  my  appreciation  to 
Mr.  A,  Owen,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  Mr.  F.G.  Lambert,  the 
Surveyor  and  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  all  other 
Officers  of  the  Council  for  their  assistance  to  me  during  the 
year.

The  figure  for  condemnation  of  meat  from  whole-sale  premises  is 
considerably  higher  than  for  previous  years.  This  is  the  result  of 
condemnation  of  approvimately  8-|-  tons  of  assorted  game  from  the  wholesale 
establishment  in  the  Council's  area.  This  act  was  necessitated  because 
the  refrigerator  in  which  the  frozen  food  was  stored  had  broken  down  and 
the  firm  concerned  were  unable  to  hire  a  recommissioned  refrigerator  or  to 
arrange  for  alternative  storage.  This  resulted  in  the  temperature  of  the 
product  rising  and  after  a  very  short  period  it  had  in  fact  started  to 
decompose.  The  condemned  meat  was  disposed  of  in  the  Council's  tip.

Though  there  has  been  difficulty  in  producing  an  effluent 
complying  with  the  Royal  Commission  standard  at  Thurston  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  the  new  extensions  would  appear  to  have  alleviated  the  problem, 

Elmswell  Sewage  Disposal  Works  which  is  at  present  overloaded, 
and  unable  to  comply  at  present,  should,  following  the  completion  of 
the  extensions  and  alterations  prove  quite  satisfactory. 

Swimming  Baths 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  available  in  the  Council’s 
area,  the  nearest  being  at  Stowmarket  and  Bury  St,  Edmunds,  There  is 
however,  a  swimming  bath  at  Beyton  Secondary  Modern  School,  which  is  used 
by  the  pupils,  members  of  staff,  and  local  swimming  clubs.  A  check  is 
kept  on  the  running  of  the  pool,  which  so  far  has  proved  most  satisfactory.

This  Act,  which  has  now  been  in  force  for  seven  years,  is  designed 
to  provide  protection  to  employees  in  their  place  of  work*  The  provisions 
of  this  Act  include  control  of  temperature,  li.ghting  and  cleanliness  of 
premises;  guarding  of  dangerous  machinery  i.e.  food  slicers;  prevention 
of  over-crowding  and  a  statutory  reporting  system  for  accidents* 

All  shops  in  the  Council's  area  to  which  the  Act  applies  are 
registered,  and  have  received  at  least  one  general  inspection,  which  has 
revealed  that  most  premises  comply  with  the  Act  though  minor  infringements 
such  as  failing  to  provide  a  thermometer  or  an  abstract  of  the  Ac't  do  occur.
